Pentagon may close many military bases 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-Th( 
Pentagon is studying the possibility 
of closing or curtailing operations ol 
several military and naval bases 
next year to lower the defense 
budget, it was learned today. 


Informed sources said none of the 
cutback plans are firm at this time. 


But they predicted there would be 
some reductions early next year, 
and larger ones after the next fiscal 
year begins July 1,1973. 


Sources said the most immediate 
way to achieve the cuts would be a 
reduction in the size of the armed 
forces. There are now about 2.3 
million men in uniform, some 1.2 
million less than the Vietnam War 
peak. 


Later 
reductions 
likely 
will 
involve civilian employes of the 
Pentagon and either the closure or 
reduction in the scope of operations 
of some military and naval bases.

Defense 
Department expects to be asked to 
take a 10 per cent across-the-board 
cut in manpower costs as its part of 
staying below the $250 billion federal 
spending ceiling set by President 
Nixon. They said this would be 
opposed. 


A cut of that magnitude would 
reduce by about $4.2 billion the $76.5 
billion defense budget. 


Defense Secretary 
Melvin 
R. 
Laird is on record as opposing the 
federal spending ceiling, saying it 
would give Congress an excuse to 
slash defense spending, but he lost a

to have his department 
exempted from the ceiling. 
Manpower costs now account for 
more than half the defense budget. 
“ It s not likely much will be taken 
out of research and development, or 
replacing Navy ships, providing new 
Air Force aircraft —in other words,

“ That leaves manpower. Can we 
take a 10 per cent cut? Sure.”

McCrary family linked 
to 16 murders so far 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) 
—The 
McCrary 
family, 
being 
investigated in connection with 22 
killings in seven states, was split up 
today and facing criminal charges in 
Texas, California and Colorado. 
Police have said the family’s 
activities and travels are being 
examined by homicide investigators 
throughout the country. So far, 
detectives 
have 
linked 
family 
members to 16 killings, including 
seven 
in 
Texas, 
and 
were 
questioning them about six others. 
The family’s “ base of operations” 
was reportedly the East Texas town 
of Athens. A number of the slayings 
took place on nights when there was 
a full moon. 
Danny McCrary, 19, the youngest 
member 
of 
the 
family, 
was 
extradited during the weekend to 


Dallas, where he was arraigned on 
charges in connection with the 
kidnap, robbery and murder of Mr. 
and Mrs. Forrest Covey of Mes­ 
quite, Tex. 
His 
sister, 
Ginger 
McCrary 
Taylor, was taken to Lakewood, 
Colo., where she faced bad check 
charges. 
Their father, Sherman McCrary. 
47, and Mrs. Taylor’s husband, Carl 
R. Taylor, 38, have been named in 
federal warrants charging them 
with kidnaping and murdering a 17- 
year-old doughnut shop waitress in 
South Salt Lake City. Police said 
they probably would be extradited to 
Utah soon. 
The elder McCrary is now in 
Folsom Prison, and taylor in San 
Quentin, serving sentences of 5 
years to life for a supermarket 


robbery here in which a policeman 
was shot and critically wounded. 
McCrary’s wife, Carolyn, 45, was 
in jail here serving a nine month 
sentence 
for 
harboring 
fugitives — her husband and son-in- 
law. 


They settled in rented homes in an 
upper-middle-class tract in Goleta, 
Calif., and drove late model station 
wagons. A Texas investigator said 
the 
family 
realized 
only 
a 
“ piddling” haul in robberies in that 
state, 
but 
three 
supermarket 
holdups in Santa Maria and Santa 
Barbara, Calif , allegedly netted 
them $46,000. 
In a probation report on the family, 
made last July, the elder McCrary 
was quoted as saying robbery “ was 
a business with me,” and that he 
drank a quart of liquor a day.

Two senators to propose death penalty crime legislation 


SACRAMENTO t l’PI i —Now that California voters have 
spoken out on the issue in a 'clear voice, 
two Senate 
Republicans say they will propose legislation in 1973 
spelling out death penalty crimes. 
Sens. H.L. Richardson ot Arcadia and George Deukme- 
jian of Long Beach said in separate interviews they plan to 
follow up last week's approval of the death penalty 
initiative—F>rop 17 with bills expanding the definition of 
capital punishment cases. 
But they differ in their assessments of the chances of 
getting such legislation through the legislature. 
Richardson, a former John Birch Society member, sees 
difficultv in steering the death penalty bills through the 


Assembly because of the Democrats 51-29 majority 
“We've got a lot of educating to do. 
Richardson said. 
Even though the people have expressed their sentiments 
in a clear voice, it will be difficult to get legislation through 
the Assembly.'' 


On the other hand. Deukmejian believes the electorate’s 
overwhelming vote for the initiative will convince many 
legislators to support such legislation next year 
Pointing out that Prop. 17 was passed in 57 of California s 
58 
counties 
(with 
San 
Francisco 
the 
exception), 
Deukmejian said, “ if legislators in those counties are 
representing the people, they will support us." 
The initiative campaign that restored capital punishment 


in the state was prompted by the state Supreme Court's 
landmark ruling last February banning the death penalty as 
"cruel or unusual punishment. 


Three months later, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled along 
similar lines—that the death penalty was cruel and unusual 
punishment in cases where judges or juries have the 
discretion of sentencing a person to life imprisonment or 
death. 
In the wake of Tuesday's vote, both sides agreed there 
will not be a rush of executions. They see long legal battles 
ahead that will ultimately determine whether San Quen­ 
tin's gas chamber will ever be used again. 
The two senators said Prop. 17 will reinstate four state 


statutes calling for a mandatory death penalty and the 
thrust of their legislation will be to extend capital 
punishment to other crimes. 
Deukmejian said he would draft legislation after 
completing a study of existing statutes and the state and 
U.S. Supreme Court decisions. 


"Last Tuesday’s vote confirms what I have said was the 
case. The people desire and feel they need the death penalty 
for the protection of innocent citizens, he said. 
The Long Beach lawmaker was the author of a proposed 
constitutional amendment rejected by the Senate earlier 
this year that would have restored capital punishment in 
the state.

another jetliner flown to 
Havana after the hijacked 
Southern 
Airways 
plane 
skidded to a landing on 
bullet-riddled tires. Three 
passengers 
were 
injured 
jumping from the crippled 
airliner, which had criss­ 
crossed 
North 
America 
while three black hijackers 
tried to collect $10 million 
ransom 
and 
speak 
personally with President 
Nixon. 
The 
hijackers 
got 
a 
reported 
$2 
million 
in 
ransom, which apparently 
was confiscated by Cuban 
officials after they landed in 
Havana. 
The co-pilot, Billy Harold 
Johnson, 37, of College City, 
Ark., said he was shot in the 
left arm by the hijackers 
after F B I marksmen tried 
'to prevent the plane from 
taking off from Orlando, 
Fla., Saturday night. 
A passenger, J. Frank 
R o b in so n . 
47, 
St. 
Petersburg, 
Fla., 
said 
“ everything was okay until 
then (the F B I shooting >. 
“ Everybody kept his cool. 
But when that happened, 
none of us knew what was 
going to happen next. They 
just about got us killed by 
doing it." Robinson said he 
heard the pilot say the F B I 
had “ doublecrossed' 
him 
by shooting at the plane. 
Robinson injured his leg 
jumping from the plane in 
Havana.

Strike: bread shortages 
forseen for the West 


LOS 
AN G ELES 
(UPI »-Immediate 
bread shortages were foreseen today in 
four western states as the strike-lockout of 
some 12.000 union bakers entered its third 
day. 
Already sections of Northern California 
experienced some shortage of bread and 
pastry supplies because of a week-old 
Teamster Union strike against one of the 
West’s largest bakeries. 
The bakers, members of the AFL-CIO 
Bakery and Confectionary Workers Union, 
produce nearly half of the bread supplies of 
the West. They went on strike Saturday 
over a long standing demand for two 
consecutive davs off each week 
The strike action against ITT Continental 
was quickly followed by an oven shutdown 
at American and 
Interstate bakeries, 
where workers were barred from their 
jobs in retaliation against the walkout. 
Industry sources said the strike-lockout 
would cause some shortages of bakery 
supplies, but they said it was too soon to 
predict how serious the shortages would 
be. Shortages were forseen in California, 
Washington. Colorado and Utah. 
The work week issue is the only one in 
dispute, but the outcome of the strike will 
set the pattern for the baking industry 
throughout the country. 
Historically, the baking industry has 
insisted that its workers take only one day 


off at a time during the week so that the 
public can be assured of receiving fresh 
bread on grocery shelves. 
Major bakeries usually do not deliver 
bread on Sunday or Wednesday, and 
industry sources said that to revamp the 
work schedule to a normal 5-day pattern 
would mean “ our bread would be 48 hours 
old before it gets to market. " 
But Roy Midyett, business agent of the 
union’s local—and a former baker—said 
“ the idea of fresh bread daily' is a public 
relations scheme of the industry" and that 
the housewife would have some difficulty 
detecting the difference between day-old 
and two-day old bread. 
Midyett said the issue of consecutive 
weekend

decades, came to a head now because 
younger union bakers “ don’t want to wait 
for decades more before they're treated 
like most other workers in this country.” 
“ Our members want to be with their 
familes on weekends just like everyone 
else,” the union official said. 
Last spring the union negotiated a 
contract with the entire industry, boosting 
pay scales from $4 88 hourly to $5.25 for 
journeymen bakers, with two more 35-cent 
hikes by 1974. 
The issue of consecutive days off was set 
aside as a separate matter, but talks last 
week proved futile and the West’s large 
bakers locals called the strike.

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WASHINGTON

—The Supreme Court voted 
7 to 2 today to let the 
government proceed with 
the trial of Daniel Ellsburg 
on charges of stealing the 
Pentagon Papers. 


The action came in a brief 
order which declined to 
grant a hearing on the 
contention of Ellsburg and 
his co-defendant, Anthony J. 
Russo Jr., that their right to 
a

Mrs. Westwood, who replaced Lawrence 
F O'Brien as national chairman following 
the Democratic National Convention in 
.July, has served notice she will not resign 


and will not serve as a scapegoat *ui me 
defeat of McGovern 
The Democratic governors are expected 
to play a leading role in efforts to rebuild 
the party. While McGovern was losing 49 
states to Nixon, the Democratic governors 
picked up one state capitol seat and now 
control 31 statehouses to the Republicans' 
19. 
0 Brien praised Texan Robert Strauss as 
a 100 per cent Democrat who would make 
an able chairman. Strauss' name has been 
advanced by Texas Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, 
who has called for Mrs. Westwood's 
resignation. 
Strauss served as the treasurer for the 
national committee while O’Brien was 
chariman 
O’Brien was interviewed on NBC s 
“ Meet the Press.” 
Earlier, Texas Secretary of State Bob 
Bullock asked Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., to block any effort to make 
Strauss chairman. He said the appointment 
of Strauss would be “ tantamount to 
handing over the Democratic party” to 
John Connally, the former Texas governor 
and treasury secretary who served as 
chairman of the Democrats for Nixon.

Nixon imposed rigid controls in a 
surprise announcement Aug. 15, 1971, and 
switched to the flexible Phase II program 
in November of last year. Here are some 
examples of how prices have fared since 
Phase II began: 


—Pork chops, up 20 per cent. 
—Flour, down 2 per cent. 
—Property taxes, up 11 percent. 
—Prescription drugs, down 1 per cent. 
—Girl’s cotton dresses, up 11 per cent. 
—Tubeless tires, down 2 per cent. 
Administration officials said in a year- 
end review they felt the controls had 
accomplished several significant goals 
despite jumps in prices of some items. The 
officials said prices had not risen as fast 
under controls as they did before the 
controls were imposed, and they said no 
one expected prices to stop going up at all. 


{ New vigilante forces in Belfast 


BELFAST (UPIi —Roman Catholics 
reacted today to the latest slaying of a 
Catholic by announcing the formation of a 
new vigilante force to defend their homes 
from Protestant attacks. 


At the same time, authorities announced 
Sunday was the first violence-free day in 
Northern Ireland since Aug. 1 when British 
troops tightened their campaign against 
Irish Republican Army (IRA) extremists 
in guerrilla strongholds. 


But police cautioned both Protestants 
and Catholics to beware of a possible wave 
of assassinations in Northern Ireland 
following the Saturday killing of a Catholic 
shopkeeper. 


The victim, Gerald Kelly, 50, was the 
province's 628th fatality in three years of 
violence and the 72nd victim of sectarian 
assassinations since July. 
Phil Curran, chairman of the Catholic 
Ex-Servicemen’s Association, said the new 
force would be similar to the Ulster 
Defense Association (UDA) formed last 
year to protect Protestants. 
“ Our aim is to protect our homes and our 
families,” he told a meeting Sunday of 200 
Catholic men in Belfast. “ We will be a 
purely defensive organization. ” 
Curran said the force would not bear 
firearms. He said the Provisional and 
Official wings of the IRA had agreed to 
support the organization but he did not say 
in what way.

The other three were not 
identified to protect them 
Clover said they were 
forced at gunpoint to drive 
the two fugitives to Tempe 
from his home at Florence, 
about 55 miles away.

sensational trials of the 
decade, police said they 
were guarding the homes of 
some persons involved in 
the case, because of his 
threats at the time to “ come

Schmid brought national 
attention to his hometown of 
Tucson following his arrest 
in 1964.

“Hey, man, you’re wear­ 
ing Cons,” exclaimed Mur­ 
phy, as the three sat down. 
“Oh ye-ah Cool.” 
Timmy proudly lifted his 
feet with tne white sneakers 
and purple laces 
“You know, a lot of guys 
now, they’re into Adidas or 
Pumas,” said Murphy. “But 
I’ll never change from Con­ 
verse. They mean too much 
to me When I was a kid in 
Norwalk, Conn., I was too 
poor to buy anything except 
those buck-ninety-five spe­ 


cials. You know the ones. 
You run for two minutes and 
the bottoms start flappin’ 
out. 
“I didn’t get my first pair 
of Cons until I was in the 
ninth grade.

Something to chew on 


Richard Nixon certainly was accorded a 
Roman triumph last week. But certainly, 
Mr. Nixon s overwhelming presidential 
victory 
has 
been 
tempered 
by 
the 
maintenance of control by the opposition 
party of both houses of Congress. 
So lopsided a mandate for one candidate 
can also be seen as just the opposite, a 
lopsided 
repudiation 
of 
the 
other 
candidate. Political analysts will be kept 
busy for a long time trying to decide to 
what extent this election was the one and 
to what extent it was the other. There is 
much for them to chew on. 
Was George McGovern, as he suggested 
even in his hour of defeat, merely a little 
ahead of the nation? Does he stand on 
ideological 
ground 
the 
majority 
of 
Americans are headed toward, perhaps by 
1976? 
Or was McGovern really four time 
years behind the times, campaigning 
actually against Lyndon Johnson as he 
tried vainly to ignite the issues of the 
Vietnam 
war, 
some 
vague, 
popular 
distrust of the government, and so on? 
In 
short, 
was 
McGovern 
to 
the 
Democrats in 1972 as Barry Goldwater 
was to the Republicans in 1964, or have 
fundamental changes been made in the 
grass roots makeup of the party which will

never permit it to return for what it was 
before McGovern? 
As for the Republicans, the lesson of the 
congressional elections is plain enough. 
The party has a long way to go before it 
even begins to emerge as the “ new 
majority.” 
But it is the result of the presidential 
contest that continues to amaze the very 
electorate responsible for it. And when all 
is said and done, it is hard to believe that 
all those votes could have been simply 
against McGovern rather than for Nixon 
and what he accomplished in his first 
term. 
Now, with a 
mandate behind him 
greater than that of any other president, 
Richard Nixon faces the potential of 
greatness. Who would have believed 10 
years ago that such a statement could ever 
seriously be made? 
As he himself noted on election night, a 
majority doesn’t mean anything; it’s what 
you do with it. And, “ the greater the 
majority, the greater the responsibility.” 
Nixon must now chart the course of the 
nation through 1976. Most Americans will 
be content with something less than 
greatness, and will be happy if the last 
four years of America's second century 
are remembered as a time of peace and 
wise, honest and good leadership. 


Electoral process 


Washington, — Forget it all now 
We’ve had that election and we have 
nothing to worry about until 1976. If 
that proves to be the prevailing 
attitude in Congress and the country 
the shocking abuses of the campaign 
that ended with the Nixon triumph 
will be standard practice from here 
on out. 
Those 
Those abuses — 
big 
money, dirty 
tricks, the folly of 
30 or 35 statewide 
prim aries 
with 
separate and con­ 
tradictory rules — 
should be carefully 
and 
searchingly 
investigated. 
A special congressional committee 
made up of both Democrats and 
Republicans can carry out such an 
inquiry if there is any will to do so 
when the new Congress assembles 
in January. 
This would not be a 
punitive 
investigation bent on putting the 
blame on individuals or on any 
political party. It should be a serious 
effort to determine how deeply the 
corruption of money and corporate 
power have eroded the electoral 
system. 
The point is 
not the Nixon 
landslide. In the 10 years following 
his "Last Press Conference’’ when 
he was defeated for governor of 
California 
and 
announced 
his 
withdrawal 
from 
politics 
the 
President proved to be one of the 
most astute politicians ever. With 
single-mindedness of purpose after 
th Goldwater debacle of 1964 he 
worked to rebuild the structure of 
his party. 
At the center of that 
reconstruction was Richard Nixon. 
No, the point is the means that 
were used to achieve the end The 
Watergate bugging, the subterfuges

to

The irony is that the result might 
have been the same without any 
cops-and-robbers stuff, since the 
election reflected a massive shift of 
voter sentiment 
— 
a political 
earthquake of undetermined origin 
and still undetermined meaning. 
The folly of the Watergate affair 
could have contributed nothing to 
the Nixon triumph. 
The root of the evil is money. The 
President himself must be aware of 
this confronted with the election 
over by a shower of IOUs from the 
big contributors. From Clemont 
Stone with his million dollar plus 
gift on down through the $100,000 
bracket they are casting covetous 
eyes on the splashy embassies 
where they can turn their money 
into social prominence. If it isn’t an 
embassy some other comparatively 
undemanding post might do. 
Surely it should be possible to take 
the simplest step outlawing these 
payoffs. A statute, say, that would 
deny to appointive office within the 
power 
of 
the 
President 
any 
individual 
who 
had 
contributed 
more than $3000 to the campaign of 
a presidential candidate. 
More serious and more complex is 
the matter of conflict of interest so 
blatant in the outpouring that added 
up to the $47 million Nixon war 
chest. With corporate executives 
among the biggest givers their 
companies have matters of the 
highest 
importance 
turning 
on 
decision in Washington. The Federal 
Power Commission, the Federal 
Communications Commission, to 
say nothing of administrative power 
in the White House — here is the 
goal of bigger corporate returns and 
bigger profits. 
This kind of conflict of interest 
makes the headlines only when it 
becomes a crude shocker as in the 
ITT case. Whether an ancient abuse 
practiced by both parties and only 
more conspicuous in the Nixon 
money shower can be cured by 
legislation is doubtful

Anthony 
Downs 
describes 
this 
process in a fascinating article in 
"The Public Interest’’ quarterly 
entitled 
"The 
Issue 
Attention 
Cycle’’. He discerns five states, li 
The Pre-PROBLEM Stage in which 
the undesirable condition is usually 
at its worst but only small groups 
are suffering from and fighting it. 
2> The Alarmed Discovery and 
Euphoric 
Enthusiasm 
Stage 
in 
which, 
with 
significant 
media 
prompting, the public views the evil 
aghast 
and 
sets 
out 
to 
"do 
something 
effective’’ 
about 
it. 
usually with the misapprehension 
that the problem is as external to 
society and as positively solvable as 
a technological problem. 
Actually, 
Downs 
describes, 
today’s problems (unequal taxation, 
poverty, 
medical 
care, 
race 
relations i arise out of the guts of our 
society 
itself, 
often 
require 
fundamental reorderings and are 
naggingly 
intransigent 
often 
because large groups benefit from 
the problem situation 
(as. for 
example, car owners benefit from 
private transportation though they 
also suffer from smog. > 
When people slowly realize this, 
we come to stage 3) Realizing the 
Cost of Significant Progress in 
which 
people see 
that they’re 
talking about themselves — about 
taxing themselves more or making 
other sacrifices. This leads to 4» 
Gradual Decline of Intense Public 
Interest 
wherein 
people 
lose 
interest in the original problem and 
become attracted to a new model, 
still untarnished and glossy. 
In 5) The Post Problem Stage, 
people remember the old cause and 
can be rallied for it better than for 
an unknown one. but its hey day is 
over. 
The media are significant in the 
cycle. Downs adds, because people 
consume news as entertainment 
here 
and 
news 
competes 
as 
entertainment with a host of other, 
maybe pleasanter inputs like TV 


movies, Dinah Shore, the sports 
pages, Monday night football etc. 
When discouraged over the rude 
reality of their adopted problems, 
people tend to manage their own 
news, Downs says, bv expressing 
their "news" preference by going to 
the entertainment competition, by 
ratings, 
subscriptions, etc. 
The 
picture he gives of the media­ 
consuming 
public 
seems 
more 
appropriate to psychiatric inpatient 
society than a people managing 
their own destiny. 
The intrinsic structure of the 
media also hastens the decline of 
interest in a particular cause. Even 
high impact photos of burning 
monks and oil saturated sea gulls 
become dated. Newspaper series 
can run so long and no longer TV 
news announcers are short on 
time..* 
It’s interesting to note that the 
weight and 
importance of the 
problem seems to have little to do 
with it’s course through the cycle, 
according to Downs. But factors like 
the number of people affected, the 
applicability of technical solutions, 
the suitability for political stances 
and the dovetailing with industry 
can prolong an issue s stay in the 
spotlight. This is where Downs puts 
Environment - in stage three but. 
because it scores in all these ways, 
likely to hold on long enough to see 
some solutions
